TJ HE recovery of health and the 
preſervation of life have at all 


times been the great objects of pro- 
feſſional ſcience, Yet, ſtrange it is 
that in ſome more ſtriking circum- 
ſtances, where active ſkill was moſt 


Immediately required, the intellectual 


faculties have been dormant, and a 
kind of ſtupor thrown upon the mind 
by the very diſtreſs which it ſhould 
have been earneſt to alleviate. Cala- 
mitous events, productive of ſudden 


p 
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death, come under this deſcription, 
and numberleſs lives may be ſuppoſed 
to have been loſt in former ages merely 
for want of an attempt to ſave them. 
Inftances of exertion in this reſpect 
were few, if any, ſo far as we know, | 
till the preſent century, when in Hol- 
land this intereſting call upon policy 
as well as humanity. was properly re- 
garded, and ſucceſsfully carried into 
execution, In Germanp, at Venice, 
at Paris, and in ſome other Places, 
not only of Europe, but America, 
the ſame concern nas very laudably 
diſcovered itſelf i in the way of ſcientific 
relief, But, it may be ſaid, without 
a boaſt, that the fulleſt diſplay both 
of in and ſucceſs has been made i in 
England, where ſuch a ſyſtematic 
courſe of medical ſtudy, ſtill in im- 


proving progreſs, is eſtabliſhed as 18

entitled to the higheſt praiſe, and 
ſhould excitę the emulous encourage- 
ment of all ranks of people,

But it is far 
from being ſo to imitate His divine exam- 
ple in the practicable part of ſocial love, by 
ſtudying, to the extremeſt pitch of mortal 
ſcience, to relieve diſtreſs with the like 
zeal, and the like tenderneſs, wherever it 
meets us, or wherever we can find it, in 
all its vaſtly diverſified forms, 


To raiſe the dead, when the vital union 
is diflolved, and “ the filver cord is broken,” 
when the King of terrours has completely 
ſtruck his ſtroke, was the prerogative of 
« God manifeſt in the fleſh,” juſtifying 
his pretenſions as Meſſiah - to the world. 
But it is a privilege granted to man, 
whilſt at aweful diſtance he beholds this 
ſtupendous diſplay of tranſcendent ex- 
cellence, to a& upon a correſponding prin- 
ciple in the purſuit of the beſt purpoſes to 
the accompliſhment of the moſt defirable

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The moſt valuable of all ambition, that 
of being and doing good, muſt, like every 
thing human, have its bounds. But, when 
it is enough diſtinguiſned by activity, its 
ſcope is large, and its attainments may be 
ſplendid, noble, delightful, 


I ſhall therefore, whilſt we keep in view 
that ſtriking occurrence of Goſpel Hiſtory 
before us, call your attention to ſuch of 
its particulars as may lead to reflections pro- 
fitably ſubſervient to the inſtitution in which 


our wiſhes are embarked, and which, from 


its PECULIAR MERIT, claims an extended 
as well as liberal ſupport, 


Compaſſion is the natural offſpring of the 
human heart, when not alienated from it- 
ſelf, and ſunk into abandoned inſenſibility. 
To exert it in ſome way or other is hardly 
avoidable in a world ſo circumſtanced as 
this is, where calamity and diſtreſs are the 
ordinary appendages of our condition, and 
continually preſenting, themſelves to our 

ſight.

ſight. Vet, if we look into the unen⸗ 
lightened ages, and ſee what degrees of 
influence. this hath, maintained amongſt the 
leſs civilized part of mankind, we ſhall 
find, very. often, ſtrange impediments. to 
the freedom of its courſe, and ſometimes 
a conduct directly the reverſe, of what 
ſhould ſeem to be its moſt ſuitable impulſes 
and impreſſions. Happily we, upon whom 
Revelation ſhines, with a. fullneſs of in- 
firuRive.gujdance, are, guarded againſt all 
Mare of attention in this reſpect; and, 
from knowing What the diſcoveries, of it 
in God himſelf are for the benefit and ſal- 
vation of a race of creatures, otherwiſe by 
their criminal infatuation. undone, we feel 
natural affection, thus encouraged in its 
propenſities by a conſideration al moſt irre-

ſiſtibly perſuaſiye, bringing our, thoughts 
« into captivity. to the obedience of 
+ Chriſt.” For what; inference, can be 
more obvious, or more juſtly applicable 
than thus, « if, God ſo loved us, we ought 
alſo,” in every poſſible way, of ſuecout 
and relief, to. love one: another.” An

obligation of this ſort derived from 
in ward bias, or from conjectural appre- 
henſion of its acceptableneſs to ſome ruling 
power above us, whom we ignorantly wor- 
ſhip, can never be equally operative with 
that, which gratitude to redeeming love 
inſpires, and a ſenſe of our own eternal 
reſcue rivets in the ſoul. I do not mean 
by this diſtinction to inſinuate that they, 
who have not our advantages, are loſt. to 
the feelings of compaſſion, or that they do 
not, in ſome way or other, exert the; 
but that it is not likely they ſhould do fo 
with the fame uniformity, propriety, and 
good effect. Indeed, it does not appear 


from any information hitherto acquired 


of the conduct and profeſſed principles of 
mankind, ſtill wonderfully diverſified as 
they are, that, until the Sun of Righteoul- 
neſs illuminated the moral world, benevo- 
lence had gained its juſt aſcendency over 
corruption, prejudice, and illiberal reſtraint. 
Not only the Gentile, but the Jew, was 
defective in this moſt important point. 
The one from the infatuation of idolatry ;

the other, not through want of knowledge 
or the regulation of that knowledge (for 
Moſes and the Prophets abound with the 
fineſt leflons of kindneſs and mercy) but, 
in ſome meaſure, from their polity and 
conſtitution, and ſtill more, from a ſelf- 
contracted narrowneſs, which, in conſe- 
quence of popular habit, had become the 
diſgrace of their name and nation.—But, 
when Chrift came to preach, in every ſenſe, 
deliverance to the captive, whether of ig- 
norance, or deluſion, or fin, or death, that 
partition-wall, which unwarranted difguſt 
had erected, was broken down, and the 
ſons of Adam were called upon to unite 
in one common bond of affection, emulous 
to impart happineſs where it is not, and to 
eſtabliſh it where it is. Now it was, that 
the virtue of love, the Goſpel term, for 
a completely cultivated humanity, broke 
forth as a morning without clouds, free 
from every prejudice, which might obſcure 
its luſtre, and from all reſtraint, which 
might lefſen its worth. Now did the divine 
Jeſus, with an energy expreſſive of his

his ſolicitude for ſocial good, raifing their | 
dead. This he did, from different motives; |

Toprethe excellence as One with the Father, 
Wiſcover this nat only in precept and in- 
Junction, as the leading principle of his re- 
ligion, and the diſtinguiſhing charaReriſtic 
of its reality; but gave it force alſo in a 
vaſt diverſity of affecting inſtances by his 
unparalleled , example. Which, that it 
might the more alarm and impreſs the 
world, was diſplayed by working what 
were in an appropriate ſenſe the works of 
"God; it being a very fair concluſion of Ni- 
codemus, that no man could do ſuch works 
as he did unleſs God was with him. In 
reſpect to which we cannot but reflect, 
that though the wind and the ſea were 
obedient to His voice, yet He was not ſo 
intent upon filencing theſe boiſterous ele- 
ments, however inſtantaneouſly ſubmiſſive, 
as upon alleviating the afflictions and re- 
moving the diſtreſſes of human Beings, 
curing their difeaſes, forgiving their fins, i 
reſolving their doubts, and, to ſhew his e- 
trete tenderneſs for individuals as well as 


and | 
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and at different opportunities, as caſes hap- 
pened to attract his unceaſing vigilance for 
the comfort, or for the conviction of man- 
kind; but always, and in every inſtance, 
upon the ſame principle of commiſerat- 
ing goodneſs, earneſt to exert itſelf, often 
jointly for the redreſſing temporal grievance 
and ſpirĩtual diſtreſs, to ſoften obduracy of 
heart, to awaken unbelief, to fix attention, 
and, by the prevalence of peculiar autho- 
rity. thus diſcovered, to regenerate, -to re- 
form, to ſave the ſoul. Many are the acts 
of his all-controling power, where | this 
connected influence ſtrikingly appears, and 
by which he is eſpecially characterized as 
the Redeemer of the world. Obſerve this 
in that moſt aſtoniſhing tranſaction rela- 
tive to Lazarus, where we find ſuch an 
affecting intermixture of circumſtances as 
cannot fail to captivate the heart, and fur- 
niſn full employment for the underſtand- 
ing. His not being upon the ſpot, when 
his friend (ſo he condeſcendingly called 
him) expired, his backwardnelſs in going 
to it, when entreated to come, his reſiſt-

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ing the urgent impatience of the lament- 
ing ſiſters, and at laſt his reſolution to 
go, when the body was buried and in 
quick advance to corruption, and upon his 
arrival his firſt reafoning with the im- 
portunate women, and then, having ſug- 
geſted how the glory of God was concerned 
in this ſtupendous event, miraculouſly ac- 
compliſhing their with by demanding the 
priſoner of death, 4 Lazarus, come forth !” 
What is all this, beyond the conſolation

Convinced however, upon evidence not to 
be controverted, that what we did not ſee 
was really done, we mult, as others then 
did, glorify God for ſuch a manifeſtati 
of his governing providence, and, whilſt 
we proclaim its truth, imitate, as far as 
imitation can go, an example of divine 
love ſo addreſſed, with ſuch commanding 
force, to the human underſtanding and

There is a reflection ſtill behind, 
ppon which it would be as painful as it is 
unprofitable to enlarge, farther than it may 
tend to alarm our vigilance, and more ſtre- 
nuouſly animate our endeavours; the un- 
diſcerning negligence, and ſtupid ſupine- 
neſs, through which, it is too probable, 
many have been hurried to an untimely 
grave, when there was no good Samaritan 
ready to fan the unextinguiſhed ſpark, or 
to put that pendulym in motion, whoſe 
vibration was obſtructed, but not deſtroyed. 

To know the exact boundary between life 
and death, is beyond our reach; and when 
once the ſtop is made, no power except 
that which 1s. miraculous can avail. But 
why ſhould we ſtagger, becauſe we know 
only in part, through unbelief? Our 
conception, our birth, our life, and almoſt 
all things within and without us, are 
MYSTERIES in ſome ſenſe or other from 
the Sun in the firmament to the Lily in the 
field ; ; and ſo will be our death until that 
tranſporting inſtant arrives, when we 
* ſhall know eyen as we are known.“

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With a view to which fulneſs of conviction

Compaſſion therefore, natural as it is 
to us, and exemplified as it was in the 
Lord of life, eſpecially in reference to a 
deliverance from death, is a principle, 
upon which we can in no caſe act with- 
out the fulleſt ſelf-approbation. But in 
this, when an inhabitant is, as it were, 
brought back to the world, and occaſion 
given to the removal of grief, to the com- 
munication of joy, to the circulation of 
comfort, and the recovery of ſocial and 
ſubſtantial good, there 1s every reaſon for 
being ſatisfied with, and even applauding, 
conduct ſo founded in and enforced by 
that of our divine Redeemer.

REFLECTIONS on PREMATURE 
DEATH, 


AND 


PREMATURE INTERMENT. 


T7 has been proved, beyond a doubt, that 
in various inſtances of apparent ſudden 
death, and even in CERTAIN DISEASES, a 
ſuſpenſion of the vital powers may take 
place, independent of the abſolute extinc- 
tion of life; and it is now an eſtabliſhed 
maxim, that the coldneſs of the body, the 
Frigidity of the limbs, and the abolition of 
the external ſenſes, are very dubious and 
fallacious ſigns of death. It is not, then, to 
be wondered at, that the abſurd and perni- 

E 2 cCious 
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cious cuſtom of laying-out the bodies of 
perſons ſuppoſed to be dead, as ſoon as 
reſpiration ceaſes, ſhould have occaſioned 
the premature diſſolution of great numbers of 
the human race. For it is a melancholy 
fact, corroborated by daily obſervation, 
that, on the appearance of death, the ſick 
chamber 1s generally deſerted by friends and 
relatives; and the apparently dead, though 
often living body, conſigned to the care of 
thofe who are leaſt anxious for the preſer- 
vation of life: the conſequence is, that 
the bed=cloaths are immediately removed, the 
body expoſed to the air, and the vital ſpark 
for ever extinguiſhed. 

In order to guare mankind 
againſt the fallacious appearances of death, 
thoſe circumſtances will be mentioned, in 
which its reſemblance may frequently oc- 
cur; and the writer hopes that this ad- 
dreſs, dictated by motives of philanthropy, 
will have its due weight with the publick ; 
fince, from a proper attention to the follow- 
ing obſervations, children may be reflored to | 
their fond parents, and valuable members of

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the community to their uſeful and active 
purſuits in life. 1 
iſt, In ArorpLExiEs, Tu Axczs, 

SyNcoPt, and Firs, ariſing from violent 
agitation of the mind, and terminating 
in apparent death, the return of life may 
be every now and then effected by the at- 
tendance of ſkilful practitioners. 

2d. Cox vors loss have cauſed an im- 
menſe number of children to be prematurely 
committed to the grave; and it is a pleaſing 
truth, that, in conſequence of LECTURES ON 
SUSPENDED ANIMATION, many of the infant 
race have been reſtored to life. 

3d. On oe1vuM, or $PIRITs producing a 
ſtate of inſenſibility, and the appearance 
of death, immediate judicious advice may 
reſcue numbers from an untimely grave *. 


* A young man who was apparently dead in 
conſequence of drinking a large quantity of ſpirits ; 
and another perſon in an apparent ſtate of death, 
who had, in a fit of deſpondence, ſwallowed half 
an ounce of ſolid opium, were both recovered by 
the means recommended by the Humane Society.

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4th. PERSONS ADVANCED IN YEARS; 
in conſequence of profuſe evacuations, 
often become ſo debilitated as to fall into 
an apparent ſtate of death; but medical 
means, inſtantaneouſly applied, have even 
in ſuch caſes brought about reſuſcitation. 
4h. MaticnanT and Nervous Fe- 
VERS, and the CONFLUENT SMALL-Pox, 
often terminate in a ſtate, which bears ſo 
cloſe an affinity to that of death, as to 
deceive the attendants, and induce them 
to ſend for the undertaker ; when, on the 
firſt ſuſpenſion of the vital powers, the ſuc- 
cours of the medical art would often be 
productive of the return of life. 

The principal circumſtances, 
in which the ſtate of apparent death may 
take place, have been deſcribed ; it is there- 
fore hoped humanity, and natural affection, 
will ſo far prevail, as to induce. relatives 
and friends to conſult the FacuLTyY on 
the appearance of death in conſequence of 
apoplexy, ſyncope, trances, the convulſions. 
of infants, &c. as by ſuch a conduct the 
moſt valuable lives may be preſerved.

ON GENERAL. 
RECEIVING HOUSES 


FOR THE RECOVERY OF THE 


APPARENTLY DEA D. 


T T is my misfortune to obſerve, that on 
ſudden death happening in the public 
ſtreets, in conſequence of apoplexy and va- 
rious other circumſtances, which in a 
moment arreſt the vital functions, too 
often the conſideration of inconvenience over- 
comes the diftates of humanity, and no 
friendly door is open to receive the body; 
or if there is, the attendants are not ac- 
quainted with the plan of Reſuſcitation. 
And as the Gentlemen of the Faculty are 
now fituated, they have not an opportunity 
of affording that aſſiſtance, in caſes of 

5} ſudden 
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ſudden and accidental death, which other 
wiſe by their attention, ſkill, and huma- 
nity, they might often effect. When Me- 
dical Men are applied to on ſuch melan- 
choly occaſions, they are always introduced 
to a ſcene of confuſion ; and have to regret 
the want of neceſſary and proper aſſiſtance, 
to effect the recovery of ſuch diſtreſſed objects. 

The neceſſity of General Receiving Houſes, 
where an apparatus and every thing requiſite 
to ſupport the philanthropic efforts of the 
Faculty could be readily furniſhed, appears 
therefore evident to demonſtration. And 


the beſt means of eſtabliſhing ſuch Aſylums 


would be an interference of the Legiſlature. 
It is an object worthy of their conſideration 
as a politic Chriſtian Aſſembly, in order to 
prevent the premature death and interment 
of the human race. At the aforeſaid houſes, 


all neceſſary inſtruments, forming a regular 


and compleat apparatus for the immediate 
uſe of the Faculty, ſhould be depoſited, 
cupping inſtruments, a warm bath, or, in 
lieu thereof, water kept conſtantly heated 
with bathing tubs of different ſizes, beds 

for 
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for the reception of bodies, various reme- 
dies, and every other neceſſary aid, ſhould 
be in readineſs for commencing the proceſs 
of reſtoring animation. But till the time 
arrives that permanent eſtabliſhments can 
be formed for this benevolent purpoſe ; our 
Hoſpitals and Diſpenſaries ſhould ever be 
open for the reception of the drowned or 
otherwiſe ſuffocated, as well as for ca- 
ſualties.— The Governors of the Cheſter 
Infirmary, Whitehaven Diſpenſary, and 
the City of Corke, have ſet a noble ex- 
ample ; as their public Inſtitution 1s called 
the CokkE DISPENSARY and HUMANE 
SocieTyY “*; and it is to be hoped that on 
the eſtabliſhing of Hoſpitals or Diſpenſa- 
ries for the various calamities of mankind, 
the cure of the ſick and the recovery of 
the apparently dead will in future be 
blended ; by which means every perſon 
reſtored to health, and every life reſtored, 
will be adding freſh laurels to the friends 
of Humanity.

METHOD or TREATMENT. 


The DixtcToRs of the Humane Society re- 
commend the Uſe of the following plain 
Methods of Treatment for the Recovery of 
DrowNeD Perſons ; which are applicable 
alſo in the Various other Caſes of ſudden - 
or APPARENT Death; whether from hang- 
ing, apopleftic and convulfive Fits, intenſe 
Cold, Suffocation by Damps, or noxious 
V apours proceeding from Coal-mines, the 
confined Air of Wells, Cifterns, Caverns, 
the Muſt of fermenting Liquors ; and liłe- 
wiſe by the tremendous STROKE of L1GHT= 
NING, 


I S ſoon as the patient is taken out 
A. of the water, the wet cloaths, if 
the perſon is not naked at the time of the 
accident, ſhould be taken off with all poſſt- 
ble expedition on the ſþot (unleſs ſome 

F 2 con- 
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convenient houſe be very near), and a 
great- coat or two, or ſome blankets if 
convenient, ſhould be „ round the 
body. 

II. The patient is to by thus carefully 
conveyed in the arms of three or four men, 
or on a bier, to the zeareęſt public or 
other houſe, where a good fire, if in the 
winter ſeaſon, and a warm bed, can be 
made ready for its reception. As the body 
18 conveying to this place, great attention 
is to be paid to the poſition of the head; it 
muſt be kept ſupported in a natural and 
eaſy poſture, and not ſuffered to hang down. 

III. In cold or moiſt weather, the patient 
is to be laid on a mattraſs or bed before 
the fire, but not too near, or in a moderately 
heated room: in warm and ſultry weather, 
on a bed only. The body is then to be 
wrapped as expeditiouſly as poſſible with a 
blanket, and thoroughly dried with warm 
coarſe cloths or flannels. 

IV. In Summer or ſultry weather" too 
much air cannot be admitted. For this 
reaſon it will be neceſſary to ſet open the 

win- 
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windows and doors, as c refreſhing air 
is of the greateſt importance in the proceſs 
of reſuſcitation. 

V. Not more than fix perſons are to be 
preſent to apply the proper means; a 
greater number will be uſeleſs, and may 
retard, or totally prevent, the reſtoration 
of life, by rendering the air of the apart- 
ment unwholeſome. It will be neceſſary, 
therefore, to requeſt the abſence of thoſe 
who attend merely from motives of curioſity. 

VI. It will be proper for one of the 
aſſiſtants, with a pair of bellows of the 
common ſize, applying the pipe a little 
way up one noſtril, to blow with ſome 
force, in order to introduce air into the 
lungs; at the ſame time the other noſtril 
and the mouth are to be cloſed by another 
aſſiſtant, whilſt a third perſon gentiy preſſes 
the cheſt with his hands, after the lungs 
are obſerved to be inflated. By purſuing 
this proceſs, the noxious and ſtagnant va- 
pours will be expelled, and natural breath- 
ing imitated, If the pipe of the bellows 
be too large, the air may be blown in at 

the 


the mouth, the noſtrils at the ſame time 
| being cloſed, ſo that it may not eſcape 
that way: but the lungs are more eaſily 
filled, and natural breathing better imi- 
tated, by blowing up the noſtril. 
VII. Let the body be gently rubbed with 
common ſalt, or with flannels, ſprinkled 
| with ſpirits, as rum or geneva .- A warm- 
| ing pan heated (the body being ſurrounded 
[0 with flannel) may be /ighily moved up and 
| | down the back. Fomentations of hot brandy 
10 are to be applied to the pit of the flomach, 
| 
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loins, &c. and often renewed. Bottles 
filled with hot water, heated tiles covered 
with flannel, or hot bricks, may be effi- 
caciouſly applied to the ſoles of the feet, 
palms of the hands, and other parts of the 
body. The temples may be rubbed with 
ſpirits of hartſhorn, and the noſtrils now 
and then tickled with a feather ; and /auf, 
or eau de luce, ſhould be occaſionally ap- 
plied. 


* Dr, Fothergill, of Bath, in a letter to the Re- 
giſter, adviſes, as a potent and active Stimulus, the 
WPatent Muftard, moiſtened with Spirits. 
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VIII. Tobacco fumes ſhould be thrown 
up the fundament; if a fumigator be not 
at hand, the common pipe may anſwer 
the purpoſe. The operation ſhould be 
frequently performed, as it is of importance; 
for the good effects of this proceſs have been 
experienced in a variety of inſtances of ſuſ- 
pended animation, But, ſhould the appli- 
cation of tobacco-ſmioke in this way not 
be immediately convenient, or other impe- 
diments ariſe, clyſters of this herb, or 
other acrid infuſions with ſalt, &c. may 
be thrown up with advantage. 

IX. When theſe means have been em- 
ployed a conſiderable time without ſucceſs, 

and any brewhouſe or warm bath can be 
readily obtained, the body ſhould be care- 
fully conveyed to ſuch a place, and remain 
in the bath, or ſurrounded with warm grains, 
for three or four hours. 

If a child has been drowned, its body 
ſhould be wiped perfectly dry, and im- 
mediately placed in bed between two healthy 
perſons. The ſalutary effects of the natural 
vital warmth, conveyed in this manner, 

have 
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have been proved i in a variety of ſucceſs- 
ful caſes. 

X. While the various methods of treat- 
ment are employed; the body i is to be well 
ſhaken every ten minutes, in order to ren- 
der the proceſs of animation more certainly 
ſucceſsful ; and children, in particular, are 
to be much agitated, by taking hold of 

their legs and arms frequently and for a 


continuance of time. In various inſtances, 


agitation has forwarded the recovery of 
boys who have been drowned, and conti- 
nued for a conſiderable time apparently dead. 
XI. If there be any An, of returning l e, 
ſuch as fighing, gaſping, or convulſive 
motions, a ſpoonful of any warm liquid 
may be adminiſtered; and if the act of 
ſwallowing is returned, then a cordial of 
warm brandy or wine may be given in 
ſmall quantities and frequently repeated. 
XII. ELECTRICITY may be tried by the 
judicious and ſkilful, as its application nei- 
ther prevents nor retards the various modes 
of recovery already recommended ; but, 
on the other hand, will moſt probably 


4 tend 
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tend to render the other means employed 
more certainly and more expeditiouſly 
efficacious —This ſtimulus bids fair to 
prove an important auxiliary in caſes of 
ſuſpended animations ; and therefore de- 
ſerves the ſerious regard and attention of 
the Faculty. 

The methods which have been fully 
deſcribed, are to be employed with vigour 
for three hours, or upwards, although no 
favourable circumſtances ſhould ariſe ; for 
it 1s a vulgar and dangerous opinion to 
ſuppole that perſons are irrecoverable, 
becauſe life does not ſoon make its ap- 

pearance; an opinion that has conſigned 

to the grave an immenſe number of the 
ſeemingly dead, who might have been RE“ 


STORED TO LIFE by reſolution and perſe- 
Verance. 


BLEEDING is never to be employed in 
ſuch caſes, unleſs by the direction of one 
of the medical aſſiſtants, or ſome other 
gentleman of the faculty, who has paid 
attention to the reſuſcitating art. |

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N. B. Br ANIMATION, 
br, in other words, apparent death, may 
be occaſioned by a variety of cauſes; the 
ſprings of life may be ſtopped in a moment, 
or become inactive from fome external ac- 
eident or internal derangement. The vital 
powers may remain in a dormant ſtate, 
even for hours, in in conſequence of debility 
and relaxation in various diſeaſes. In all 
ſuſpended ſtates of the ſyſtem, the various

PERMIT me, gentlemen, to tranſmit

ſelf. The ſervant found him hanging in 
an outhouſe ; on cutting the garters (as he 
had made uſe of both for the horrid purpoſe) 
the body fell to the ground lifeleſs —— 
My reſidence being a quarter of a mile 
"= I 2 diſtant, 
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diſtant, half an hour muſt have elapſed from 
the time of the accident happening to that 
of my arrival to relieve him; and on my 
attendance the firongeſi marks of difſolut ion 
appeared, viz. lividity of the face, neck, 
and breaſt, the pupil remarkably dilated, &c. 

The plan recommended by the Humane 
Society was commenced, which in twenty 
minutes- produced ſpaſms of the eye-lids, 
and other parts; theſe favaurable ſymptoms 
were ſoon followed by a languid pulſe and 
other happy tokens of the return of life ;— 
A moſt warthy and diſtracted family, by 
favour of Providence, are again reſtored 
to tranquillity and their former happineſs ; 
for till the preſent melancholy event, there 
was every appearance of filial and parental 
_ affection,

OPIUM. 
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Extract of a Cafe of Recovery from apparent 
Death, in conſequence of taking a large 
Doſe of Opium. 


By Man. WHATELEY. 


A MAN took, through diſtreſs of mind, 
about half an ounce of ſolid opium, at three 
in the afternoon. I was called in, and 
immediately gave him nine grains of emetic 
tartar, and afterwards ſome warm water; 
but as that doſe ſhewed no diſpoſition to 
operate, I gave him ſix grains more in about 
a quarter of an hour, ſupplied him very 
plentifully with warm water and camomile 
tea, and endeavoured to promote vomiting. 
HFlalf an hour had elapſed, in which 
time he grew more ſenſible, was ſometimes 
in a kind of delirium, and unable to ſtand, 

at other times diſpoſed to ſleep; his ſpeech 

faltered, his countenance changed, and he 

Was in all reſpects much worſe. I then 

gave him ſix grains of mer. emet. flav. and 
2 ſupplied 
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ſupplied him with more liquid. After a 
ſhort time he vomited, and though it was 
not in proportion to what he had in his 
ſtomach, yet he was ſomewhat relieved, 
More water was then given him, which 
he took with much difficulty, owing to 
his great inſenſibility, aud averſion to it. 
In the courſe of another hour I gave him 
twelve grains more of emetic tartar at twice, 
by which ſeveral vomitings were procured, 
which greatly relieved him. At the end 
of two hours and a half his complaints 
were much abated, but he was ſtill diſ- 
poſed to ſleep if he fat undiſturbed. I then 
left him under Mr. Woodriffe's care, and 
requeſted that he might be ſupplied with 
more water, and, if neceſſary, ſix grains 
of emetic tartar. In about an hour he 
came to me in haſte, and ſaid that he was 
afraid the man was dead; for after walking 
about, and being apparently more cheerful, 
he left him alone in an arm- chair for two 
or three minutes, and at his return was 
much ſurprized to find him ſo much al- 
tered. I ſaw him ſhortly afterwards, when 
his 
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his face was pale, cold, and perfectly 
deadly; his lips of a blackiſh white; his 
eyes had loſt all luſtte; his eye-lids re- 
mained in any poſture they were placed; 
and his reſpiration ſeemed totally gone; 
I procured a pair of bellows, and diſtended 
his lungs for ſeveral minutes, without any 
apparent effect. Being however unwilling 
to relinquiſh the caſe without making fur- 
ther trial, I renewed the operation. At the 
end of ſeven minutes, a kind of weak croak- 
ing was experienced at the time the air came 
out in expiration. At the next expiration 
it was rather ſtronger, and gradually in- 
creaſed till more favourable circumſtances 
appeared, when, to our great aſtoniſhment, 
in a ſhort time after, his natural counte- 
nance returned, and with it Lies. Ina 
few hours he was ſo well recovered as to 
de able to walk in the fields, and required 
no farther aſſiſtance. ALE 
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INTOXICATION. 


HE important art of reſuſcitation. is 
| now far extended; ſo that the 
ſeemingly lifeleſs from ſuffocation, lightning, 
intenſe cold, and the ſuſpenſion by the cord, 
have been in ſeveral inſtances reſtored. But 
the following Caſe is the firſt of the kind 
that has been offered to the notice of the 
Humane Society; and it is hoped that the 
preſent inſtance of ſucceſs may turn the 
attention of the Faculty to . thoſe of a 
ſimilar nature; as numbers annually fall 
martyrs to the baneful effects of ſpirits z 
which are now retailed, as much as for- 
merly, to the deſtruction of the health 
and lives of the lower claſs of people 
And there is no ſtronger proof of that per- 
verſion to which the beſt things are liable, 
than the production of an ardent inebriating 
ſpirit, from ſubſtances in themſelves the 
moſt ſalutary, by the art of diſtillation. 


I] was

I was called to a very alarming caſe the 
19th inſtant. An imprudent young man 
had ſwallowed rwenty glaſſes of ſpirits 
within 7hree hours: he now became ſtupid ; 
groaned heavily ; fell down inſenſible ; and, 
after being ſome time convulſed, became 
lo all appearance dead. On viewing the 
body, I never beheld ſtronger marks of 
diffolution ; there was no breathing, nor 
pulſation, and the countenance had a livid 
appearance; ſo that a Medical Gentleman 
had given his opinion that the young man 
was lifeleſs. | 

It is my conſtant rule to keep in readi- 
neſs the Antimonial Tartar ; and by means 
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of a flexible catheter I forced down a ſtrong 


ſolution of it, which in a few minutes 
excited ſpaſms about the breaſt and face, 
particularly the eye-lids became convulſed; 
and the pupils diſcovered a diſpoſition to 
contract. In a quarter of an hour the 
convulſions became very univerſal, and fo 
ſtrong, that five aſſiſtants could hardly 
keep him on the bed : and the countenance 


aſſumed alternate appearances of life and 
K death. 
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death. Theſe remarkable changes con- 
tinued about ten minutes, when he vo- 
mited profuſely ; liquids were now forced 
down, with a cup of the ſolution ; univer- 
{al warmth, with profuſe ſweats, enſued ; 
and the convulſions gradually ceaſed, and 
at length the young man opened his eyes, 
but inſenſible to external objects. I ordered 
the attendants, during the animating pro- 
ceſs, to agitate the body; a meaſure which, 
no doubt, had a conſiderable ſhare in pro- 
moting abdominal action and the return of 
life. 

As the vital oroceſs advanced, ſymptoms 
appeared, which indicated an accumulation 
of blood in the head and larger veſſels ; 
in order to relieve this oppreſſion, one of 
my pupils (Mr. Jenkinſon) bled him, ſecure 
dum wires; and afterwards, as conſiderable 
ſtupar remained, fix cupping-glaſles were 
applied to the ſhaved head; which very 
ſoon afforded relief, and more favourable 
ſymptoms. 

An aperient medicine, in conjundlon 
with the {udorific plan, was now preſcribed, 

and, 


. 
and, on viſiting my patient next morning, 
I found him exceedingly languid ; he had 
been light-headed during the night; and 
as fullneſs ſtill appeared about the head, 
ſix leeches were applied to the temples ; 
the ſame medicines were continued. 

Next day (Thurſday) as the pulſe had 
become very full and ſtrong, it was ne- 
ceſſary to have recourſe again to the lancet, 
the aperient apozem, and other antiphlo- 
iſtic remedies.” _ 

The following day the pulſe was in à 
more natural ſtate. But he ſtill complained 
of heavineſs and ſtupor, which were re- 
lieved by the repetition of the leeches to 
the temples. The medicines were con- 
tinued. | 

Saturday, after a reſtleſs night, the pulſe 
tolerably regular; but as his head was till 
the ſubject of complaint, epiſpaſtics were 
applied to the ears, the cathartic apozem 
repeated, and (after alvine evacuation) Hux- 
HAM's Antimonial Eſſence with ſmall doſes 
of I elix. every ſix hours. 

K 2 On 
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On Sunday my patient was conſiderably 
better ; had flept well, and appeared com- 
poſed ; the cortex as a vehicle to the former 
medicines was preſcribed, which medical 
plan was purſued for five or ſix days, with 
the occalionat adhibition of the laxative 
remedy ; when I had the happineſs to ſce 


my imprudent patient reſtored to perfect 
health. 


THE young man expreſſed 
the deepeſt concern for his repeated acts of 
folly, in drinking immoderate quantities of 
ſpirits; and appeared replete with gratitude 
to thoſe who were the happy inſtruments 
of his reftoration. He ſaid he was deter- 
mined to relinquiſh the pernicious practice 
of inebriation; and, indeed, his mind 
feemed ſo deeply impreſſed with the ſenſe 
of his narrow eſcape from a premature death, 

that 1 entertained great hopes of a refor- 
mation in his conduct.—It is now ſeveral 
months fince he was in the dreadful fitua- 
tion juſt deſcribed; and there is reafon to 
believe that his good reſolutions have con- 
ens tinued ;

of perſons apparently dead by drowning ; 
and as accidents of this kind, in conſequence 
of commerce, recreation, &c. are very 
frequent, and the ſucceſs of the MRDICAL 
As$ISTANTS in their treatment of thoſe 
caſes, is ſo well known to the world by the 
Biennial publication of the Reports *, it ap- 
pears almoſt unneceſſary to trouble the 
reader with any of this kind. But, in 
order to render our Appendix more perfectly 
uniform, the following extraordinary 
inſtances of re-animation after Drowning, 
are briefly related.

Smith, which commenced with ſpaſtns 
about the face, followed by ſtrong con- 
vulſions, deep groans, and laborious reſpi- 
ration, — He continued in this ſtate about 
two hours —l found it neceſſary to take 
away fome blood, as he is a man of a 
plethoric habit, and had been much bruiſed, 
by being thrown about on ſuppoſition of 
his being dead; but at this time I have the 
happineſs to ſay, he is perfectly reſtored to 
lite and health.

as ſoon as warmth. returned,. it increaſed. in a very 
ſhort time to febrile heat as before the accident ; the 
fever was with great difficulty and danger ſubdued in 
about ten days ; ſo that an induſtrious man was re-

The appearance of the child gave the 
by-ſtanders no hopes; but I earneſtly entreated a few 
of them to lend aſſiſtance, and try what could be done 
under my direction; and in the ſpace of twelve mi- 
nutes I perceived a number of air bubbles proceed - 
ing from the mouth in quick ſucceſſion. Ithen cheered 
the ſpirits of my aſſiſtants with the pleaſing proſpect 
of returning life, which. was happily accompliſhed 
in a ſhort time aſter, to our great ſatisfaction. 

I have thought proper to mention the foregoing 
caſes from, my own. notes, proving therefrom the 
diligence, activity, and conſtant perſeverance which 
ought to be uſed on theſe occaſions, and the fatisfac- 
tion reſulting to the feeling mind, in having reſcued 
from the deſtroying hand of death a fellow- creature; 
or at leaſt having uſed. the means laid down by a 
benevolent and laudable Society, eſtabliſhed: for the 
preſervation of the lives of the people. .
